What do you think of the general busi-

** How is the railroad business? 

Better than it has been for fifteen years. 
The real demand abroad for our products 
gives the railroads more than they can do. 
This stimulates manufacturing and business 
in the cities. The supply of motive power 
and cars is inadequate, and all the shops in the 


country are net equal to filling the demand | 


for locomotives and cars. ‘And the railways 
are all receiving full rates and they are re- 
munerative. Heretofore the roads have all 
gone into the fall carrying with cut rates, 
which is at once unremunerative and in viola- 
tion of the laws. The managers of the good 
roads have generally kept out of pools 


‘and allowed business to go to the weaker 


roads rather than make concessions. But 
now the harvest has come for all of them, and 
the prices of the products are so high that 
there is no burden of traffic and producers are 
bound to make money. Railroad business is 
booming in America. We make faster time 
now than they do in England or anywhere m 
Europe. Especially is this the case on the 
New York Central.”’

Ignatius Donnelly’s Detroit Rival Makes 
Some Curious Discoveries in Shakspeare. 
Derroit, Mich., Dec. 2.—[Special. ]—Dr. O. 

W. Owen this evening made the first public 

presentation of his Shakspearean discoveries 

in an entertaining lecture before the Reading 
club. He said he had devoted five years of 
hard labor to the study of the subject and 
felt sure that he was not only on the right 
track but had mastered the enigma. 
The first folio edition of Shakspeare, 
published in 1628, is the volume which con- 
tains besides the thirty-six plays a number of 
other works, historical, biographical, and 
poetic, each cut up into minute fragments 
and fitted together like a mosaic. Each frag- 
ment of the same narrative begins and ends 
with the same Cue words, and intelligent ref- 
erences are given when the gtory is carried 
from one play either forward or backward to 
another. The first of these hidden narratives 
which Dr. Owen will give to the world in print 
will be a biography of Shakespeare into which 
is woven the counterpart of one of the 

Canterbury tales—the Franklyn’s story. He 

read liberal extracts from the MSS.

Made This Afternoon—The Texan Gets 
Ten Members from New England—How 
the Speakership Fight Stands, 

Wasuineton, D. C., Dec. 2.—[Special. }— 
Scott Wike presided at the Illinois caucus to- 
night. All the members were present except 
Lane. Mr. Springer remained through near- 
ly the whole proceedings, and when he came 
out his buttonhole rose was withered, but he 
was still a candidate for Speaker. 

The first thing done was to run over the 
roster of members and to tell what each one 
knew about the preferences. Mr. Springer 
out forty-three certain votes 
for himself, with the possibilities 
of at least fourteen more which he 
might get on the first ballot. Then those 
present proceeded to discuss the situation. 
Some of Mills’ strongest friends called atten- 
tion to the fact that the fight was narrowing 
down to Mills and Crisp and further delay on 
the part of Illinois would, to their minds, al- 
most certainly insure Crisp’s election, This, 
they claimed, would give the cause of tariff 
reform a black eye. 

The argument was foltowed up by an asser- 
tion that Illinois had the key to the entire sit- 
uation at the present time, but in twenty-four 
hours Crisp might have enough votes to see 
him through regardless of that State. The 
members from Southern IIlinois were espe- 
cially earnest in urging this view. Mr. Spring- 
er was strehuous in his assertions that his 
chances of success were just as good as either 
Mills’ or Crisp's. This, however, did not satisfy 
the Egyptians who have been here a Congress 
or two and know something about practical 
politics. 
Postponed a Decision. 

Then the hand of the Democratic State Cen- 
tral committee was brought into play. The 
whip was plied for all it was worth, the busi- 
ness end always hitting some tender part of 
the recreant’s anatomy. It was finally taken 
as the sense of the meeting that scouts should 
be appointed to hunt up the doubtful mem- 
bers and ascertain to acertainty their personal 
preferences before Illinois should take de- 
cided action. This seemed partially satisfac- 
tory to the Mills contingent and an adjourn- 
ment was had until tomorrow afternoon at 2 
o’clock, when reports will be received as to 
the exact status of tHe fight. 

After the caucus adjourned one of the Con- 
gressmen who was supposed to be rock-rooted 
in his allegiance to Springer was asked, Do 
you intend to go down with Springer?” 

Not by a good deal.“ 

‘Suppose the fight shows up to be between 
Mills and Crisp, what will Illinois do!“ 

„Every vote su far ‘as I know will be for 
Mills and none for Crisp. We’ re for Springer 
now and see no reason why we should leave 
him. Tomorrow afternoon we will hold an- 
other meeting and see what is best to be done. 

The signs leading up to the raid on the III. 
inois delegation were plain enough all the 
afternoon. It was known that Mills must 
make a break in the Springer ranks soon, or 
else yield the field. So while Springer’s 
rooms were filled with Congressmen from 
other States, who were promising him their 
support, a lack of Illinois members to do the 
honors was apparent. The State Central 
committev’s indorsement of Springer proved 


his strongest card, and the committee turned 
out to be a potential factor. The situation us 


presented to the would-be seceders in brief 
was this: 

The Democratic party in Illinois was now 
united. All sections of the State were work- 
ing together. Springer had been unanimous- 
ly presented as a candidate for Speaker. If 
the members from the southern part of the 
State now became responsible for a defection 
from Springer they must take the conse- 
quences of splitting the party wide open. The 
northern end of the State would not stand it, 
nor the central either. ; 

This kind of talk scared Treasurer Ea Wil- 
son and set him to work to keep the Springer 
columns firm. Gen. Black and others who 
came in during the evening were equally en- 
ergetic, while Gen. Stevenson, who hopes to 
be Governor, outdid himself in keeping up the 
courage of the Springer men. An additional 
argument was that treachery to Springer in 
his own’ State would hold the whole delega- 
tion up to contempt, for even the Iowans, 
with all their leaning to Mills, had refused to 
abandon Springer so long as his own State 
stood by him. 

Can Mills Get Western Votes. 

The Crisp managers watched the Mills ma- 
neuvers with lively interest. They declared this 
evening that they had not the slightest objec- 
tion to the fact being known that the majority 
of Springer’s supporters in the West were for 
Mills for second choice, but they denied that 
Millis could get thirty Springer men, as had 
been claimed in behalf of the Texan. The 
only person confident he will seems to be Col. 
Morrison. Said the Colonel: “Mills stands 
for the issue of the day and will win, 
Western folks are bound to come to him.“ 

The New England members held a caucus 
also tonight and went 10 for Mills, 3 for Crisp 
or Springer, and 1 (O’Neil) voting blank. 
This was three more than had been conceded 
Mills in the New England delegation, and as he 
needed votes badly it gave much comfort to 
his supporters. 

The Missouri delegation is mad tonight. 
The attempt of the Texan’s partisans to make 
out that Solicitor Cochran of the Missouri 
Pacitic road, who came on as the personal 
friend of Hatch, was really an agent of Jay 
Gould working against Mills, has intensified 
the bitterness. It was a silly story and hardly 
worth denying and Hatch denounced it fierce. 
ly. Silver Dollar Bland seemed to have only 
one object in life as he went from headquarters 
to headquarters—that was the defeat of Mills. 
But Dockery, Cobb, and the other Millsites in 
the delegation were active in counteracting 
the poison spread.

WANT SEPARATE COACHES FOR NEGROES. 


McKinney Urges a Division of the 
Race When on the Road. 

Ricumonp, Va., Dec. 2.—[Special.]—It is 
thought that the railroads will have a tronble- 
some time with the State Legislature unless 
the companies concede separate cars for 
whites and blacks. Gov. ‘McKinney, in his 
message today, urges that the railroads be 
forced to provide the 0 coaches. He 
says: 

Ik there be a well founded reason for sep- 
arate schools and colleges for the two races 
and separate churches and separate hotels, 
why should there not be separate coaches for 
travelers? All day long the two races may 
occupy the same coach, but when the journey 
is concluded the white and the colored’ passen- 
gers separate, each going to his home or hotel, 
and the association is ended. Why should it? 
If it is right for them to travel together day 
and night why should they not go to the same 
hotels for food and rest? We should be con- 
sistent. The separation of the races in 
churches, schools, and hotels has met with the 
approval of the people and the result has been 
good. They should be separated on the rail- 
road coaches, as where it has been attempted 
it has met with favor.“ 

The Governor also urges that the Pullman 
Palace Car company be forced to pay a 
license tax. 


SENATOR GILLHAM’S MURDERERS. 
III.—One 


Gov. 


Three Men on Trial at Alton, 
Turns States Evidence. 

Atron, III., Dec. 2. [Special. The trial of 
George Starkey, John Brown, and James R. 
Wyatt, charged with the murder of State 
Senator D. D. Gillham thé night of March 18, 
1890, was begun in the Madison County Cir- 
cuit Court at Edwardsville yesterday. Mon- 
day was consumed in securing a jury. The 
evidence thus far introduced has been mainly 
as to the circumstances of the killing. Sen- 
ator Gillham, it will be remembered, was 
aroused by burglars, and in an effart to capt- 
ure them received his death wound. The evi- 
dence connecting the defendants with the 
murder was wholly circumstantial. But one 
of them, Wyatt, took the stand today and 


gave an account of the occurrence. His story- 


makes a strong case against his codefendants. 
Starkey formerly lived at Peoria, where he 
was known as a “shoestring’’ gambler. A 
number of his old ‘associates came to town 
Monday prepared to establish an alibi for 
him. To impeach their testimony the Chief 
of Police and other citizens were before the 
court, besides one or two residents of this sec- 
tion who had met him the morning after the 
tragedy.

LOSSES BY THE LATE TRAIN ROBBERY. 


Estimated $75,000 Was Taken, and 
the Total May Foot Up $100,000. 

Sr. Louis, Mo., Dec. 2.—It is now known 
that the loss by the Glendale train robbery is 
over $75,000, and it may be a much larger 
sum. The safe of the express company was 
rifled, and Supt.

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Armour & Co. Met with Counter State- 
ments of Traders—They Say They Could 
Not Get Protection. 


Armour has a corner on elevator insurance 
—so Board of Trade men assert. Tuesday 
was delivery day, and Armour & Co. sent out 
nearly a million bushels of wheat. The ware- 
house receipts were on Armour “A and B and 
Burlington D and Annex.“ When the firms 
receiving the grain made application for in- 
surance, they found that Armour held the 
limit on these elevators, and the com panies 
would write no new policies until the old pol- 
icies had been canceled. 

Then began a wild scramble for insurance. 
The wires were kept hot with appeals.to com- 
panies in other cities, but nearly all were re- 

One firm received an offer from a 
company in Philadelphia, which stated it had 
cabled to a foreign company and had received 
a favorable reply. Many houses were unable 
to protect their property, and were obliged to 
carry their own insurance. 

In the meantime it was rumored that one of 
Armour’s brokers had declared that there 
would be aspread of 8 cents between De- 
cember wheat and May wheat the next day. 
This report increased the anxiety of the 
traders and when the market opened yester- 
day many firms “‘dumped” their holdings, 
causing December wheat to break from 1 to 
1}¢ cents under the previous day’s prices. 

Over half a million bushels were sold at the 
opening, and, it is claimed, Armour & Co. 
took it allthrough brokers. The spread was 
not widened though, for May followed in 
the decline and with the December option 
firmed up later in the day, the price at the 
close of trade being 89% cents for December 
and 96% cents for May, This was a spread of 
: cents, as against 744 to 74¢ cents the previous 

ay. 

ae Armour & Co.’s Explanation. 

At the office of Armour & Co. it was em- 
phatically denied that there had been any 
scheme to break the market or corner insur- 
ance. A. I. Valentine speaking for the firm 
said: We are willing to give insurance to 
any firm carrying wheat in auy warehouse of 
ours, and do not believe there was more than 
$50,000 wanted at any time, notwithstanding 
this hue and cry. We sent out only 375,000 
bushels all told and have taken none of it in 

ay and don’t intend to do so. We canceled 
some insurance yesterday and only retained 
enough to protect ourselves. | 

Brokers were indignant at what they con- 
sidered a trick on Armour’s part to squeeze 
the smaller houses. They declared that he 
gave out the information that no additional 
insurance could be secured onhis elevators, 
as he held it all. This would scare the trad- 
ers, the wheat would be dumped on the mar- 
ket,. and he could buy it in at a handsome 
profit, 

A member of one of the largest houses on 
the board said: When elevators are so large 
that it is frequently impossible to get insur- 
ance, as has been the case with the Armour 
elevators, I believe the Board of Directors 
should déclare them irregular. Mr. Armour 
says today that he will carry customers of his 
elevators. I sent over to him last night and 
he said he had no more insurance than ‘he 
needed for himself. He has cornered the in- 
‘sarance on these; elevators, and it is almost 
| impossible to'secure protection anywhere.” a 

Story of a Trader, 

Another trader said: Armour declares 
that he oniy sent out 375,000 bushels, does he? 
Why, we received an Armour & Co, delivery 
notice yesterdgy numbered 112. Each of 
these delivery notices represented at least 


5,000 bushels, and many of them more. At

Last night 
we could secure no insurance on our holdings 
in Chicago and telegraphed to other cities. 
We received an offer from one com- 
pany, but before that was received 
had managed to place it locally. When we 
couldn’t get insurance things began to wear 
a suspicious lock. One of Armour’s men had 
said after trading hours that there would be a 
wider spread between December and May to- 
day. That was evidently the scheme, but it 
didn’t work. There is a smaller difference 
between these options tonight than at the 
close yesterday. 

Mr. Van Every of Davis & Requa said: 
„We carry a great deal of grain insurance, 
and from what] know of this class of busi- 
ness do not believe there has been any at- 
tempt to corner insurance. The whole fact of 
the matter is, there is not enough insurance to 
go around and somebody has to go without 
protection. This is a state of things which 
exists in other cities as well as Chicago, espe- 
cially in Duluth and Minneapolis. Armour 
has always shown a disposition to protect 
customers of his elevators, This class of 
risks is very profitable and insurance compa- 
nies carry the limit, consequently they cannot 
issue new policies until old ones have been 
canceled. Armour & Co. probably held no 
more insurance than they needed for their 
own protection, and I do not believe there was 
any scheme on the firm’s part to corner in- 


surance.”’ 
HOW DETROIT BLEW OUT THE GAS. 


Narrow Escape of the Michigan Town from 
a Wholesale Case of Asphyxiation. 

Derroitr, Mich., Dec. 2.—[Special.}]—The 
natural gas supply was suddenty shut off last 
night throughout the city and several families 
in different parts of the city suffered from 
partial} asphyxiation. About 2 o’clock this 
morning the automatic trip regulator at the 
distributing station got out of order, shut off 
the flow of gas, and extinguishea all the lights 
and fires in the city. When the regular flow 
was resumed the gas rushed out the open 
burners and permeated the houses of many 
families, the inmates of which were asleep. 
Safety valves on the meters undoubtedly saved 
many lives. The manager notified the police 
of the danger and the patrolmen roused up 
half the town. A call was also made upon 
the fire department and all the men that could 
be spared were about the city, while the de- 
partment remained upon the alert, expecting 
to be called out every moment. Charles Ker-

Grenell, were both seriously burned this morn- 
ing by striking lights neur accumulations of 
gas.

Delegates Appointed from Michigan—Re- 
quests to Other Governors.

TEXT OF THE DECISION RENDERED. 


Discussion of the Attorneys Following Its 
Delivery. 

Justice Woodman’s decision and the attor- 

ney’s discussion after its delivery are as fol- 


lows: 

The court—Before discussing the merits of 
this case I wish to thank the attorneys for the 
able manner in which they have presented the 
facts invoivesd. In so doing they have materially 
assisted the court in coming to a fair and impar- 
tial judgment. Itis not apleasant duty to be 
called upon to decide so many grave questions of 
law. especially in a court of limited jurisdiction. 
There isa maxim Do your duty regardless of 
consequences.“ Before entering into details of 
the facts which ledto these arrestsit becomes 
necessary to examine into the Turner Hall meeting 
Wednesday night, Nov. 11. Here we find Weiss- 
mann, the apostle of Robespierre and the apologist 
of the men wh® in cold blood assassinated the 
Archbishop while in prison in Paris in 1871; 
who also excuses the murder of that 
great and noble woman, Mme. Roland, 
who exclaimed while on her way to the scaffold: 
Liberty! O Liberty! what crimes are com- 
mitted in thy name! Such a man is Weissmann, 
violent in his harangue. ‘The defendants at the 
bar sat at his feet drinking his every word as gos- 
pel truth. g 

This man, who at Turner Hall advised the trail- 
ing of our country’s flag, the glorious Stars and 
Stripes, in the gutter, when interrupted by In- 
spector Hubbard, announced that the meeting 
would adjourn to reassemble at Greif's Hall the 
2 night, a place notorious as the hot bed 
of anarchism had my doubts at first whether 
to allow the testimony of the Turner Hall meet- 
ing to go in, but after hearing the defendants 
swear that they were present 1 am clear that the 
evidence is competent, As to furnishing a further 
reason wey the police should be on guard at 

Thursday night has the counsel for 
the defense forgotten the haymarket riot of 867 
Has the learned counsel also forgotten 
the widows and orphans, the brave oflicers, 
five of whom are now resting in_ silent 
graves and fifteen or twenty of whom will carry 
their wounds through their weary lives? All 
caused by the procrastinating policy of the ad- 
ministration at thattime which led up to the 
terrible catastrophe. 


Language Far from Orderly. 


In discussing the evidence which goes to prove 
disorderly conduct the languageiused by the men 
congregated in the saloon below tended toward a 
breach of the peace. There was such talk as 
Hang the so ba * Hang tie police!’ Shall 
we fight?” ‘We will hold this meeting in spite 
of the police.“ The very men who made these re- 
marks went up-stairs to some hall in the building. 
We must not forget the announcement in the 
Arbeiter-Zeitung of Weissmann as one of the 


speakers. 

The subject being of a revolutionary character, 
as per advertisement, there could not therefore 
have been a meeting of the stockholders of the 
Arbeiter-Zeitung except in connection with the 
revolutionary meeting.

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WILL NOT REVEAL THE NAMES, 


Supt. McClaughry Refuses to Accede to the 
. Committee's Request. 

There are conflicting versions of what took 
place in the Mayor’s office yesterday morning 
when the subcommittee of the Committee on 
Police, te which was referred the matter of 
the raid of the police on the Painters’ Union, 
ealled. One member of this committee said 
Mayor Washburne promised to vompel Supt. 
McClaughry to reveal the name of the 
man who furnished him the informa- 
tion that the meeting was anarchistic 
in its nature. Ala. Schwerin, who is a mem- 
ber of the committee, said the Mayor made 
no such promise, Mayor Washburne would 
not permit himself to be seen. The confer- 
ence was adjourned until this morning at 10 
o’clock. : 

Supt. McClaughry expressed himself in the 
strongest terms when told that it was said the 
Mayor had promised to reveal the name of 
the man who had furnished the information. 
He was greatly surprised and said: 

‘*T shall not give, the committee the name 
of the man who farnished me that informa- 
tion. Why, how do they know he is ou the 
police force? It would be impossible to dis- 
charge him if he were not. Besides, it was 
not one man, nor five, nor seven who fur- 
nished me that information, dnd I would not 
give their names to the Mayor if he asked for 


em. 

It would be an unheard-of breach of trust 
for me to *betray the names of the men who 
have done this secret work unless, of course, 
in a case where I thought treachery had been 
committed. These men accepted this secret 
work on the understanding that their names be 
known to me alone. I send men out nearly 
every 2 investigate crimes, send them to 
places where their lives woyld not be safe if 
their business were known, and if I betrayed 
a trust imposed on me in this case 1s it likel 
that I could get men for this secret work 
The department could not be successfully car- 
ried on without their services, and there 1s not 
enough honor or profit in this office to induce 
me to occupy it if my giving up the names of 
those men were a condition. The fault might 
have been mine for the misconstruction of 
their reports. I am ready at least to take all 
the responsibility.“

Gorman, Ald, Schwerin, and Jesse Cox, the 
attorney for the Painters’ Union, were pres- 
eat with a stenographer.

BUT FEW NEW FACTS DISCOVERED. 


Evidence Given in the Leggenhagen In- 
quest, 

The inquest in the case of Mrs. A. M. Leg- 
genhagen and her son George, who were 
found dead in the former’s saloon, Na. 444 
Clark street. Nov. 13, was begun at the Har- 
rison Street Police Station ‘yesterday. After 
hearing the testimony offered Deputy Coroner 
Clement continued the inquest for further in- 


vestigation. 

The testimony disclosed the fact that Capt. 
Shippy had had a man named James Canavan 
locked up for nearly two weeks on suspicion 
that he possessed important information con- 
cerning the case. After the day’s investiga- 
tion, however, the man was discharged and 
admonished to be careful of his actions in the 
future. This, together with the result of the 
chemical analysis of the stomach, was about 
the only new feature of the case brought out 
during the day. : 

Canavan in his testimony said he knew 
nothing of the case himself, but Charlie 
Schultz did.“ He admitted knowing that 
Mrs. Leggenhagen had money at her home 
and said he had often thought it was a 
good chance for robbery. illie Brown, 
No. 208 East Ontario street, told 
how Mrs. Leggenhagen was in constant fear 
of being robbed. She recélled the fact that 
several weeks ago she saw two men come into 
the saloon and they plied Mrs. Leggenhagen 
with liquor, which the latter had told her was 
for the purpose of making her intoxicated 80 
they could rob her. One of these men, she 
said, was Peter Adams, a switchman, who 
the witness acknowledged, had a good deal of 
money after the rubbery. 

Dr. Hektoen, who made the post-mortem 
examination, submitted a written statement, 
in which he said the chemical analysis of the 
stomach had failed to disclose the least trace 
of poison of any kind. I must say,“ he con- 
tinued, that the cause of death in the 
ease of the woman was not shown 
by the post-mortem examination. The 
demonstration of acute aicoholic poison- 
ing would require a distillation of the 
whole body. With regard to the death of 
the son, I conclude that he died from asphyxia, 
due to strangulation, that being the only death 
consistent with the post-mortem examina- 
tion. 

That two men were in the saloon convers- 
ing with Mrs. Leggenhagen late at night 
and at the very table where the 
body was found was learned from 
the testimony of Albert Kehrer, baker. 
They were tall, well built, and exactly the 
same height, the witness said. One of them 
had quite a broad face and heavy, dark mus- 
tache. They seemed on familiar terms with 
George Leggenhagen and his mother and 
seem to have business with the latter. 
From the testimony of another witness, Ike 
Foster, it was found that within ten minutes 
of the time Kehrer and his friends left the 
saloon the lights were out. The inquest will 
be resumed Tuesday morning at 10 o’clock.

the facts. 


THE ELECTIONS OF 1890 NOT A FREE- 
TRADE VICTORY. 

The New York Times is pressing Mr. Mills 
for the Speakership. One of the reasons it 
gives for preferring him is that if he is given 
the go-by “the extraordinary free-trade vic- 
tory of 1890 will be robbed of its fruit and 
effect. If that is the only argument which 
can be made for the nomination of the Texan 
his defeat is certain, for the elections of 1890 
cannot be called a free-trade victory. It was 
at first the belief of the Democratic leaders 
that such was the case, and they were encour- 
aged thereby to take the radical free-trade 
stand they did during the campaign which 
preceded the elections of last month. Mr. 
Mills’ conviction that the Republican over- 
throw in 1890 was the overthrow of protection 
was what caused him to come out in his Ohio 
speeches in favor of duties on tea, coffee, and 
sugar and the free importation of all compet- 
itive goods. 

The elections of November, 1891, have unde- 
ceived most of the Democrats, and they see, 
with the exception of the Times, that their 
success the preceding year was due to other 
causes than the one they attributed it to. 
Nearly every State had its local trouble. In 
Iowa there was the liquor question. In Wis- 
consin and Illinois there were compulsory 
school laws, but the one general cause of dis- 
turbance was certain increased duties of the 
McKinley law. Dissatisfaction with them 
caused several hundred thousand Republicans 
to stay at home and several thousands to vote 
for Democratic candidates. These stay-at- 
homes and these temporary deserters to the 
Democracy did not give up their faith in the 
protection principle, but they were irritated 
profoundly by what they considered to be the 
prohibitory protection features of the new 
law. In the twelve months which followed 
the heat of this irritation measurably abated, 
and last month the Republicans carried Ohio, 
where the tariff lines were most sharply 
drawn, by a majority which has convinced the 
Democrats that they have no hope of doing 
anything there next year. 

The Northern Democratic members of the 
House are well aware of the fact that their 
election was not a free-trade victory, and 
hence it is that only a third of them are set 

down as supporting Mr. Mills. He is not the 

free-trader he was. He says that if he is 
Speaker his tariff policy will be limited to the 
free-listing of certain raw materials which the 


Massachusetts manufacturers would like to 


get duty free and to a proportionate reduc- 
tion of the protective duties on manufactured 
goods. He will not attempt to commit his 
party to a policy of absolute free trade in 
competitive goods and to the imposition of 
duties on tea, coffee, and sugar. 

But in sp ite of this backdown on his part 
the Northern Democrats do not look on him 
favorably. They prefer Mr. Sprimger, who 
says the most he aims at is putting five arti- 
cles on the free list; or they prefer Mr. Crisp, 
who has not said publicly what his tariff pol- 
icy is, but who must have given assurances 
which satisfy as good a protectionist as the 
editor of the Sun. Most of the Northern 
Dem ocrats would like to be reélected. Some 
of them come from overwhelmingly Demo- 
cratic districts, where any man who has the 
regular nomination will be elected no matter 
what his tariff principles are. But about half 
of them come from districts where an abso- 
lute free-trader could not get a majority of 
the votes, These men are not deceived, as 
the editor of the Times is, about the meaning 
of the elections of 1890. They know it was a 
protest against prohibitory and not against 
moderate protection, and, if they can manage 
it, their party will deal very gently with the 
tariff ques#ion this winter. 


THE POLITICAL FORTUNES OF CLAY AND 
BLAINE. 
The editor of the Courier-Journal says: 


Mr. Blaine will never be President. More than 
any other living statesman he resembles Clay: 
the mantle of Clay seems, indeed, to have fallen 
upon him, and it carries with it the doom that 
pursued Clay throughout his career. 


The parallel which he seeks to draw between 

the political fortunes of the two men is in- 
exact. Mr. Blaine was a. candidate for the 
Republican nomination in 1876 and was de- 
feated. He was a candidate four years later 
and was not successful. In 1884 he was nomi- 
nated and was beaten by a bit of bad luck 
called Burchard, which cost him the Electoral 
vote of New York. 
Mr. Clay first ran for the Presidency in 
1824, his competitors being John Quincy 
Adams, Andrew Jackson, and William H. 
Crawford. By some fine work in the New 
York Legislature, which chose the Electors 
that year, Clay lost four votes, which went to 
Crawford. If Mr. Clay had received them his 
would have been one of the three names bal- 
loted on by the House and his chances of be- 
ing chosen would have been as good as those 
of Mr. Adams. That was the beginning of his 
bad luck. When he ran in 1832 it was as a 
forlorn hope. No man could have eT 
Jackson. 

In 1840 Mr. Clay was chiseled out 2 the 
nomination, and a more available“ can- 
didate was selected. Unquestionably Mr. Clay 
could have been elected that year, but his luck 
was against him. That was the case with Mr. 
Webster also, who was offered and refused in. 
dignantly the Vice-Presidency on the Harrison 
ticket. Had he accepted death would have 
given him the prize it was fated he should not 
gain. 

In 1844 Mr. Clay was nominated, and, owing 
to a variety of causes, for some of which he 
was to blame, was defeated by Mr. Polk. Ia 
1848 he was a candidate for the nomination, 
and, although the leader of his party, was 
passed by on the ground of “lack of availa- 
bility,“ and Gen. Taylor, with his Mexican 
War record and nothing else tocommend him, 
was chosen. It is possible that had Mr. Clay 
been the Whig candidate the same Democratic 
Free Soil defection in New York which elected 
Taylor would have elected him. 

Mr. Clay was dogged by unwearied ill-fort- 
une, Whenever there was a chance for him 
something went wrong. With Mr. Blaine it 
is different. Had he been nominated against 
Tilden it 1s not likely that he would have been 
elected. It is true that he has been a candi- 
date once and been defeated, but that hap- 
pened to Jefferson, Jackson, and Gen. Harri- 
son, each of whom was unsuccessful in ~ 
first race he made. 

In one respect Mr. Clay and Mr. Blaine are 


‘alike. Each had bitter and shameless 


slanderers to pursue him. Mr. Clay lived 
down the calumnies against him, and Mr.

TRANSPORTATION IN CITIES. 

A report by Osborne Howe to the Rapid 
Transit Commission gives a vast mass of in- 
formation in regard to the ‘transportation sys- 
tems in use in the principal cities of Europe. 
The street railways described include those 
of Liverpool, Manchester, Birmingham, Ber- 
lin, and Buda-Pesth, the latter being the only 
direct working / electric line. In most of 
them the properties are owned by the munici- 
pality and leased to operating companies or 
the companies are under contract to sell if 
required at the expiration of a stated term of 
years. In the great majority of cases the 
government, either national or municipal, 
reserves to itself the right to fix the rate of 
fare and the number of trips which shall be 
run during the day and night, to decide the 
form of track that shall be used, and the part 
which the companies shall pay of the expense 
of paving. cleaning, and watering the streets 
through which the tracks run, and finally to 
purchase the entire plant either at any time 
or at the expiration of a fixed period. The 
governments there, both in Great Britain and 
on the continent, have jealously retained 
many of the rights which the American mu- 
nicipalities have surrendered to street railway 
companies. 

The underground railways in London carry 
a great many passengers, but some of their 
methods would not give satisfaction if copied 


here. And they pay hardly anything to the 


stockholders, the principal reason for which is 
the great cost of construction. Nevertheless, 
a syndicate headed by Eiffel is proposing to 
construct a circuit route tunnel system for 
Paris. The elevated railroads of Europe ap- 
pear to give the best of satisfaction, the Stat- 
bahn of Berlin bemg the most highly com- 
mended. It runs twelve trains an hour each 
way and proposes to run twenty. On the 
local trains the lowest of the two classes of 
passengers pay 2 cents for a distance of five 
stations, or less, and this limit is to be in- 
creased to six. The most commendable feat- 
ure is the commutation ticket, which is issued 
for one month for the equivalent of thirty 
fares, ° two months for fifty fares, and so 
on to a year for 200 fares. Also 
the holder of a ticket for three months 
or more can have his ticket extended 
in case he wishes to leave town for a 
time not less than two weeks. The main 
line serves to supply the central market of 
Berlin, and it has effected a great cheapening 
in retail prices, but freight-trains are not al- 
Cars 
filled with food supplies other than live ani- 
mals are kept on the ring (circuit) lines 
during the day. After midnight they are 
taken to the side tracks of the market and un- 
loaded, the contents being let down to the 
level of the street by hydraulic elevators. The 
supplies thus received sometimes aggregate as 
much as 160 cars in a single night. 

The most wonderful success has been 


achieved by the zone system of fares in Hun- 


gary. In two years it has increased the rail- 
road patronage in that country from about 
four to nearly twenty millions of passengers 
per annum. There has been an increas¢ in 
receipts, but not equal to that in service. The 
fares are graded by distances, any one station 
being regarded as the center of a system of 
zones, and the charge is the same to or from 
any station within a given band of territory. 
It is expected that ere long a similar plan will 
be adopted in Germany. The present policy 
of most of the European railway companies is 
to give special encouragement to the zone 
form of business, tomake special inducements 
in the way of commutation tickets, and to 
spend money freely in enlarging terminal fa- 
cilities. In these respects they set our railroad 
managers an excellent example, 
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THE WALL STREET SCANDAL. 

The latest scandal in Wall street, that ave- 
nue of financial scandals, is the failure of 
Field, Lindley; Wiechers & Co.—a scandal so 
deplorable that officers of the law are haunt- 
ing the deathbed of the venerable and suffer- 
ing Cyrus W. Field in order to apprehend his 
undutiful son should he make his appearance 
there. As for the failure of the firm itself, it 
is due to irregular and fraudulent methods of 
conducting business. It has involved the use 
of bonds which were security for loans, and 
the robbery and impoverishment of the elder 
Field. The firm traded upon his reputation, 
as another firm once traded upon the reputa- 
tion of Gen. Grant. There is nothing in the 


failure itself, therefore, which is novel in Wall : 


street. The business was conducted upon the 
loose, irregular, and dishonest methods which 
characterize the street, and which are radical- 
ly divergent from ali the rules of sound finan- 
ciering. There have been many such failures 
in the past and there will be more in the fut- 
ure, for such business methods cannot fail to 
work continuous disaster. They have never 
succeeded in the past and they cannot in the 
future. It is the curse of gambling and mar- 
gin speculation induced by the passionate 
craze for riches. It is dishonest and demoral- 
izing and scarcely removed in point of morals 
from the operations of gamblers on the green 
cloth. 

Were the results of these dishonest methods 
confined to the operators themselves there 
would be little sympathy wasted ypon them, 
but unfortunately they have dragged down to 
poverty and death a venerable man whose 
name has been held in high honor not alone 
in this country put all over the world. Mis- 
fortunes have crowded thickly upon him. It 
is a terribly sad picture. It is but a few days 
ago that his wife and long-time companion 
died. The shock of this loss was followed by 
a fatal illness which has stricken down his 
loved daughter. Then came the discovery 
that his eldest son had robbed and impover- 
ished him. Under this accumulation of mis- 
eries, it is no wonder that he has been pros- 
trated physically, and that he lies waiting for 
merciful death to relieve him from his load of 
sorrow and pain. Well may he say with Mac- 
beth: “I have hved long enough; my May 
of life is fallen into the sear, the yellow leaf; 
and that which should accompany old age, as 
honor, love, obedience, troops of friends, I 
must not look to have.” It is a pitiable out- 
come of a life which in the past has been hon- 
ored, a sad disgrace upon a family which has 
distinguished itself in law, theology, and sci- 
ence, and upon a man who has been honored 
publicly by his own country and by foreign 
countries for his eminent services in promoting 
the system of oceanic telegraphy. All that is 
left now is the sympathy of a few friends, 
and yet, however cordial and sincere it may 
be, it is useless in this time of. suffering. 
There is but one power which can lift the bur- 
den of misery, and that it may come quickly 
must be the sentiment of all bis friends. 

It is pitiful that such things can happen and 
it would be still more pitiful had not Mr. Field 
himself recognized and encouraged the kind 
of business in which his son was engaged. -He 
himself has been a Wail street speculator, and 
while this does not excuse the conduct of his 
son, who, it is charitably to be hoped, is really 
insane as is claimed, it is a strong indictment 
against the financial methods of business-men 
make no protest against 
speculative gambling, but engage in it them- 
selves as if it were reputable and legitimate. 
Wall street is strewn with wrecks, but it is 
rare that one has involved such a long cata- 
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8. It calls to 
every business - man in Wall street to stop and 
consider his ways. It should be sufficient to 
summon a halt and induce earnest considera- 
tion of the question whether the methods of 
Wall street, whith so often lead to the peni- 
tentiary, the insane asylum, and the suicide’s 
grave, are those which business-men should 
follow. Public sentiment in the pulpit and 
out of it should condemn unceasingly the 
operations of that street of gamblers who are 
demoralizing the careers of young men and 
unsettling the 5 eg! business of the coun- 
try. 


WHEAT 8 LING.” C“ 

A Cincinnati paper editorially calls atten- 
tion to a published letter denouncing the Chi- 
cago Board of Trade as a gambling machine, 
and accusing it of keeping dbwn the price of 
wheat. It may be inferred the writer does 
not understand too well his subject, since he 
states that “ the bulls have for some time been 
in control and havedepressed wheat until No. 2 
spring in that market is 30 cents below the 
Liverpool price.“ The duil is generally sup- 
posed to be a person who endeavors to ele- 
vate prices, not to depress them. It is also 
pretty well known in trade circies that Brit- 
ish buyers have been rather active in. our 
whegt market the last few months, that they 
have a chance to purchase now at the current 
prices, that they are not acting freely at the 
moment, and that it is the relation of demand 
to offerings which determines the price on the 
market. The difference between the prices at 
Liverpool and Chicago generally widens out 
with the approach of the time when lake navi- 
gation closes for the winter, and for the rea- 
son that the costs of transportation then in- 
crease, while ocean freights go up or down in 
proportion to the quantity of material waiting 
to be sent abroad. The wheat, corn, flour, 
and rye purchased within the last few weeks 
are going forward, and it is reported the ocean 
freight room is engaged far ahead, which 
means that there is plenty of stuff to be 
moved. Furthermore, the market is open to 
the correspondent or any one else who thinks 
wheat is sellmg in Chicago at far below its 
real value for export. Let him buy and see. 
The members of the Chicago board 
who make it a business to _ solicit 
export orders from dealers in England 
send each day what are called cable offers,“ 
expressing their readiness to buy and ship 
wheat at the prices they name in the message. 
Those figures cover the cost of the grain in 
the market, the charges for transportation and 
insurance, and loss.in transit, with a moderate 
commission for the service, It is to their in- 
terest to put the quotation as low as is con- 
sistent with the making of a moderate profit, 
because the lower the price asked the more 
likely it is to bring out an order. The fact 
that they are not getting many of those orders 
just now is pretty conciusive proof that the 
market is not, as alleged, several cents below 
the export value. If it were the foreigners 
would be glad to buy, for they know and ad- 
mit that it will be necessary for them to pur- 
chase trom us large quantities yet to fill the 
home void between this and next harvest. 

The paper which excitedly demands, “Is 
there no law to step this outrage?’’ ought to 
be sure of its facts before making sucha 
wholesale charge about the farmers being 
robbed of several millions of dollars annually 
by tne Chicago Board of Trade. The fact is 
that supplies have been pouring out so liber- 
ally from first hands in this country, especial- 
ly in the Northwest, that stocks in the prin- 
cipal cities of the United States have increased 
at the rate of more than 2,000,000 bushels per 
week, in spite of the weekly disappearance of 
some 11,000,000 bushels for domestic con- 
sumption and export, This increasing volume 
of supply makes both home and foreign buy- 
ers hold back in the natural expectation that 
they will be able to buy at lower prices be- 
cause of the expense of carrying the greater 
accumulations of grain in store. That is a 
simple business proposition, and the principal 
obtains in all other kinds of business. The 
‘depression would in all probability be much 
greater but for the speculative action which is 
denounced so glibly. Without it there would 


de no buying to hold the risk of additional 


drop before the time when the cold of winter 
cuts down the volume of deliveries by farmers 
and gives the market a chance to assert its 
strength. No one need deny that a great deal 
of sheer gambling is indulged in on Chauge 
in this city. But it is also true that a vast pro- 
portion of what some other people choose to 
designate as gambling there is absolutely 
necessary to carry the produce financially in 
its passage from the farm to the consumer, 
and helps prices instead of depressing them. 


MOTOR KEELY’S “ ETHERIC FORCE.” 

The scientists are after the Keely motor 
man with at least a couple of sharp sticks. 
Two of them who some weeks ago were ac- 
corded the inestimable privilege of witnessing 
his exhibitions of mysterious force without 
being permitted to examine the machinery, 
and then professed themselves unable to ac- 
count for the movements on known prinaci- 
ples, have since racked their brains on the 
subject, and to some purpose. One of them 
claims that the revolving globe is only an in- 
genious toy operated by a hidden magnet and 
a microphone, and another shows how the ar- 
tillery branch of the wondrous exhibition may 
be nothing more than an ordinary apparatus 
acted on by a water valve. It is fair 
to Keely to say that these men who thus 
allege themselves to have discovered 
the non-existence of the much-talked 
of “ inter-atomic-ether,”’ or rather the absence 
of necessity for the existence of any such 
thing, do not aver that the Keely mechan- 
ism is operated in the ways they. describe. 
They had no opportunity of ascertaining 
that fact, if it be one. But it is also fair 
to them to say that their explanations are per- 
fectly in order. No man is obliged to believe 
that the alleged materializations of the dark 
closet are those of devil or spirit when a Herr- 
mann shows how the same phenomena can be 
produced by natural. means, and the public 
will now be justified in holding Keely to be a 
humbug of the first water unless he can show 
that his manifestations’ of new force and the 
machinery through which it is evolved are 
not built that way.“ 

That he will not make such a showing may 
be inferred by those who know how persist- 
ently the great inventor has guarded his 


‘secret’ all through the many years he has. 


been experimenting and inventing apparatus 
which seems to work well in his hands but 
is never put to any practical use. One would 
think that if his performances were anything 
better than the make-believe work of the 
stage conjurer he would ere this have allowed 
some one else than himself to know how it is 
done, so that im’ the event of his death the 
momentous secret will not perish with him 
and be forever lost to the world till another 
equally great man shall arise out of the mist 
of future centuries. It is too late in the day 
to expett Keely will tell anything. People may 
differ in opinion as to whether his secret is 
a marbile in the box arrangement or a magical 
incantation having no force when uttered by 
any other than himself. But they need have 
no doubt on the point that his secret will 
die with him unless forced out by a burst of 
indignation too forcible for him to resist. 
Possibly such a movement will be stimulated 
by the reports of the scientists above alluded 
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bie whose money has beon used in Keel 


“researches”’ demanding an investigation 
and pulling his machines in pieces for the pur- 
pose of finding out the hidden springs and 
wires which niake the puppet dance at his 
bidding. The world would be wiser as a re- 
sult of -the dissection, but itis by no means 
certain it would have discovered aught except 
further proof of human credulity on the one 
hand and knavish imposture on the other. 


REPUBLICANS ORDERED TO KEEP THEIR 
: HANDS OFF. 

The junior Democratic organ of this city is 
much exercised over the fact that Repub- 
lican organs and politicians are taking a lively 
interest in the contest for the Speakership, 
and it denounces with all the solemnity of 
double leads “ the impudent intermeddling by 
Republicans in what is none of their affair.“ 

That is unkind. Democrats are human be- 
ings, and whatever they do is of some interest 
to other human beings, called Republicans, 
While Congress is in session the Spcaker is 
the second greatest man in the country. Why 
should not Republicans feel interested in 
knowing who will be selected? And for the 
matter of that, he will be not merely the 
Speaker of the Democratic section of the 
House, but he will preside over a body which 
takes part in making laws for the whole coun- 
try—for Republicans as well as for Democrats. 

It is true that only Democrats will be ad- 
mitted to the caucus which will select the 
Speaker, but is that any reason why outsiders 
should not put in their oar in the preliminary 
discussions? The right to advise other people 
uns@licited or to discuss their affairs is an in- 
alienable deffersonian one.

SECOND PRODUCTION OF “FAUST” 


AT THE AUDITORIUM. 


Four Thousand Persons Evidence Commen- 
dation of the Artists’ Work by Hearty 
Applause—An Improvement Perceptible 
Over the First Presentation of the Opera 
by the Abbey-Grau Company—Miss 
Eames’ Capable Work—The Coming Cen- 
tenary of Mozart's Death. 


Marguerite at the window of her pavilion, 
with the last notes of the superb solo, * He 
Loves Me! Wildly Beats My Heart!” dying 
away on her lips; Faust in the garden, en- 
deavoring to satiate the longing of his heart 
by the touch of her hand; Mephistopheles, 
crouching in the dim background with scorn- 
ful laugh and derisive mockery. Such was the 
delightful scene from Gounod's Faust, 
which called forth prolonged applause 
last night from one of the largest audi- 
ences*%that have filled the Auditorium since 
the opening of the grand opera season. Even 
when the drop curtain roiled back and re- 
vealed Miss Eames and the de Reszke brothers, 
the audience could not be silenced, and the 
three were forced to come before the curtain 
to quiet it. 

The second production of Gounod’s great 
Work was greeted with an enthusiasm 
almost as marked as on Thanksgiv- 
ing night, when it was first given. Four 
thousand persons filled the auditorium 
from orchestra pit to highest balcony, and 
listened to the opera with the interest that 
characterized the principal events of the pres- 
ent season. 

The performance passed off as smoothly as 
on the evening of its first preduction this sea- 
son. The manipulation of the scenery and 
the lights was better, if anything, than before, 
and not an instance of bunglmg work marred 
the scenes. The supernumeraries, having 
profited by their previous experience, 
seemed more at home at their work. 
The only drawback was the inadequate pro- 
vision for checking wraps. Long before the 
curtain arose the check rooms were filled and 
closed to late comers. ‘The jam arvund them 
was suffocati and people did not seem to 
take kindly to the news that they would have 
to carry their wraps with them. 

The new provisions for filling thé carriages 
worked well and the customary delay after the 
performance was not repeated. In less than 
a half hour the 400 waiting vehicles were filled 
and had disappeared.

In certain respects the performance was gu- 
perior to the exceptionally fine one of last 
week. Miss Eames seemed iu better voice 
and infused more warmth and — oR into 
her acting, thus materially improving her in- 
terpretation ot the role of Marguerite. While 
one still cannot consider her work in the part 
entirely satisfactory, owing to its lacking the 
great passion and dramatic power which are 
essential, there are nevertheless many elements 
meriting high praise. The clearness and car- 
rying power of her voice are admirable qual- 
ities which enable her to sing music in which 
the use of the full voice is permissible with 
splendid effect. In such music as the prayer 
in the church scene and the trio with which 
the opera closes Miss Eames is heard to excel- 
lent advantage. The Jewel Song she bang 
with the same crystalline beauty of tone that 
made her last week’s interpretation enjoyable 
from a vocal point of view, and as last evening 
she suggested joyousness by her manner of 
singing the rendition of the aria was more sat- 
isfactory than before. 

Jean de Reszke’s Faust and his brother 
Edouard’s Mephisto both improve with re- 
hearing, if improvement. be possible. The 
dramatic strength and truth of conception 
and the high artistic skill in interpretation re- 
vealed in both impersonations make them 
alniost ideal from a dramatic standpoint, and 
the vocal work of both artists merits naught 
save highest praise. 

Mme. Scalchi’s Siebel is eminently satisfac- 
tory and the Valentine of Sig. Martapoura de- 
serves only commendation, Mlle. Bauermeis- 
ter does excellent work in the small role of 
Martha. Her acting is capital, and she sings 
with the skill and finish of an artist.

should have thought of money-making. Tours 
were therefore undertaken, short at first, but 
Paris, Brussels, and 

London. The sensation created by the pt 
ing, improvising, composing of 8. 
year-old child was instantaneous, Gifts and 
honors were showered upon young genius, 
but money was in no wise so plentiful. The 
tour through Italy in 1770-’71 secured orders 
from the Pope, admission to the Academy 
Filarmonica at Bologna, and numerous hon- 
orary appointments. The return home was 
m December, 1771. Another symphony, the 
114th work of Mozart, was written at tnis 
time. The next six years, spent at Salzburg 
and in short trips to Italy and Munich, were 


devoted to study, composing, and musical 


work for the church and Archbishop. A quar- 
rel with the latter official concerning permis- 
sion for a tour to Paris resulted in Mozart’s 
dismissal from the service of Dom at 
Salzburg and his departure with his 
mother for the projected visit to ‘the 
French capital. Four -months’ stop 
was made at Mannheim, where the Weber 
family was visited. Here Wolfgang fell in 
love with one of the daughters of Herr Weber, 
Aloysia being the admired one. A letter from 
his father vigorously ordering him on to 
Paris banished al! thoughts of a planned 
visit to Italy with his sweetheart, and at the 
same time ended what was the first romance 
of the great master’s life. The visit to Paris 
was not successful. Gloom was added to it 
by the death of Mozart’s mother. He buried 
her there. In 1779 he returned to Salzburg 
and for a year busied himself with composing, 
his works at this time numbering 300, 

In 1781 he was called to Munich to write an 
opera for the Carnival, and here it was that 
„Idomeneo, his first great operatic work, 
was produced. It won for him recognition as 
a great dramatic composer. In March of this 
year he was summoned to Vienna, His posi- 
tion here in the Archbishop’s house, where he 
was treated as a servant and menial, abused, 
and finally kicked out of.the house by a favorite 
hirelng of the church dignitary, became un- 
bearable, and he took refuge with the Webers, 
who then resided in Vienna, and wrote to his 
father: I will never have anything more to 
do with Salzburg. I hate the Archbishop al- 
most to fury. 

Marriage, Financial Difficulties, and Death. 

The Emperor now interested himself in 
Mozart, and under his patronage ‘‘ Die Ent- 
fulrung was written and produced by royal 
command July 16, 1782. The popular success 
of this new work was great, and shortly after 
occurred an event of importance in Mozart’s 
life. .He had been living with the Webers, 
and finally, despite the opposition of his fa- 
ther, married—not Aloysia but her sister Con- 
stanze. Financial difficulties followed; and, 
in fact, till the end of his life the question of 
money was ever present and insistent. In 
1°83 Mozart and his wife visited Salzburg and 
a mass he had com in her honor was 
sung for the first time. This was the last time 
Mozart saw his native town. In 178 “The 


Marriage of Figaro was written and pro- 


duced, winning instant success. And yet this 
success brought him only fame—no money. 
A visit to Prague at this time revealed the 
greatest enthusiasm and admiration for the 
master and his works, and-he was en- 
gaged by the impresario Bondini to 
write an opera for production in this 
city. Da Ponte furnished a libretto 
and in 1787 Mozart and Constanze went to 
Prague and here Don Giovanni was writ- 
ten, it being his five hundred and twenty-sev- 
enth work. It was first produced Oct. 29 and 
was rapturously received. Aftera return to 
Vienna and a stay there of a year, a tour as 
far as Berlin was made. The King here 
offered Mozart the post of Kapellmeister with 
a salary Of 3,000 thalers, but he refused it, say- 
ing How could I leave my good Emperor.“ 
In 1790 he was again in the Austrian capital 
but to find conditions only worse than before. 
His wife was ill and money was still scarce. 
The Emperor had ordered a new opera and 
Cosi fan tutti was written, Oct. 9 of this 
year, having pawned ms plate to procure 
funds, Mozart started on what proved his last 
congert tour. It was but moderately success- 
ful and the return home was not a joyous one. 
Early in 1791 he began the writing of The 
Magic Flute“ to oblige an old-time friend, 
Schikaneder, who had prepared a libretto. 
While at work on this opera the myterious 
gray stranger visited Mozart with a com- 
mission to write a Requiem. He had sus- 
pended work on the opera and began the com- 
position of the mass when orders for an opera 
for Prague were received. La Clemenza di 
Teto was the result, but it failed to win pub- 
lic favor. Disappointed and haunted by the 
memory of a second visit from the gray 
stranger,“ he returned ome and resumed 
work upon The Magic Flute,“ which was 
finished and produced with great success Sept. 
30. Mozart’s health was now completely 
broken, and work upon the uiem pro- 
gressed slowly. A slight improvement in his 
condition enabled him to write and direct a 
short cantata, Praise of Friendship“ (opus 
623), for the Masonic lodge of which he was a 
member, but the improvement in health was 
but temporary. He was confined to his bed, 
and Dec. 4 had the score of his Requiem 
brought to him, and tried to sing a portion of 
it, taking the alto himself, and Hofer, Schack, 
and Gerl the other parts. In the middle of the 
Lacrimosa he burst out crying. and had the 
score put aside, realizing he would never fin- 
ish it. In the evening his pupil, Sussmayer, 
came in, and he gave him some directions 
concerning the Requiem. At1o’clock of the 
morning of Dec, 5 he died. At 8 o’clock the 
afternoon of Dec. 6 the funeral was held. 
Constanze was too ill to attend, and, 
as a terrific storm was raging, the five friends 
who followed the bier turned back at the 
church-yard gate. The remains of the great 
master were piled into a grave in the potter’s 
field with two other bodies, and when, a few 
days after, Constanze went to find where her 
husband had been buried the old sexton had 
died, and the exact spot where reposes the ashes 
of a composer of divine genius, whose music 
has flooded the earth with sunshine and happi- 
ness, is unknown and unmarked save by a 
monument which Vienna, finally recognizing 
the mighty man it had permitted to almost 
starve within its gate, has erected te his mem- 
ory.

It is probable that the time and place for 
the State Republican convention will be fixed 
at the meeting of the State com to be 
held at the Grand Pacific Hotel this forenoon. 
There will be a full meeting, and now that the 
time for the national convention has been 
fixed, there is no reason why there should be 
another meeting to fix the time of the State 
convention. | 

Under the rules of the National committee 
the delegates to the national convention must 
be selected thirty days before that body meets. 
The last day on which the delegates could be 
selected, therefore, is May 7. That falls Sat- 
urday. Most State conventions are held Tues- 
day or Wednesday. Tuesday, May 3, or 
Wednesday, May 4, will probably be the date 
of the coming convention. Two-thirds of the 
members of the State committee, includmg 
such veterans as Chairman Jones, Col. Horace 
Clark, Mr. Diller of Sterling, and Clar- 
ence Paul of Springtield, were at the Grand 
Pacific Hotel yesterday and were agreed that 
the convention ought to be called for the first 
week of May. But they were not agreed as to 
the propriety of calling it at the meeting this 
forenoon, 

The meeting,” said Chairman Jones, is 
an adjourned one. At the time the date of it 
was fixed it was not known where or when the 
national convention would be held, The 
meeting, therefore, was not intended to fix the 
date of the State convention. But it is within 
the power of the committee to call it tomor- 
row. However, no harm will come of bring- 
ing the Republicans together frequently. Per- 
haps it may be as well to defer the calling of 
the convention to another date. 1 shail be 
found with the majority in this matter. and 
have not much choice one way or the other. 

How They Feel Towards Blaine. 

The prevailing opinion seemed to be that 
the convention will be called. Most of the 
commiutteemen were late in getting in, and did 
not want to express opinions on the political 
issues.

New Rates Putin Effect in Nebraska by the

It is admitted 
on all sides that the Burlington with its exten- 
sive systems reaching out from this city has 
much to gain inthe way of sympathy from 
shippers in its territory, and may be bidding 
for favors. 


DROPPED THE INVESTIGATION, 


Inter-State Commerce Cases at Omaha 
Abandoned for Lack of Evidence. 

Omanua, Neb., Dec, 2. — [Special.] — The 
Inter-State Commerce Commission prosecu- 
tion of Western railroad officials was a grand 
fizzle and today the whole matter was today 
dropped.

The work on the 
Insane Asylum alone promises to last several 
~ Gays. The charges made by Head Cook Davis, 
already referred to in Tue Trrsunz, will be 
investigated. But there are others of a more 
gerious and circumstantial character. 
Some time ago the County Board adopted the 
b of purchasing materials for articles of 
wear for female patients, table linen, towels, 
etc., for the female patients at the Insane Asy- 
jum at Dunning to work on under the superin- 
tendence of a competent forewoman. It was 
noticed that the requisitions for the supplies 
came in rather frequently, and that goods of a 
guperior quality were called for. But no ob- 
jection was made by those who noticed 
it, They were biding their time. They 
had information that the goods were worked 
into underwear not for the patient’ but for the 
- employés of the institution; that those em- 
ployès made frequent requisitions for supplies 
dt underwear paid for by the county and 
made by the charges on the county. Towels 
and table linen mysteriously disappeared. The 
storekeeper, it wac charged, did not keepia fair 
accounting. In fact, systematic petty larceny 
went on at the Insane Asylum. And nobody 
seemed to be responsible. The forewoman 
w nothing about the larceny. though she 
must have wondered at the large quantities of 
underwear material which she gave out to be 
manufactured into garments. 

One day a requisition was presented in 
the board for apron material of 
—~ a superior kind. It was approved 
di the Superintendent of Public Service, 
recommended by the appropriate committee 
and the board in the “ omnibus’ 
requisition without a dissenting vote. The 
goods were bought and delivered. Over 200 

aprons were manufactured out of the material. 
- Curiously enough those aprons were not 
branded with the stamp of the institution as 
is usual. No attendanfs or other em- 
ployés ‘ever wore them. They were 

out of the insane asylum as soon as 
manufactured and laundried. They were 
taken to a second-hand store or a pawn- 
broker’s shop by an employé and sold for 
from one-fourth to one-tenth of their real 
value. Some of them were afterwards resold 
by the second-hand dealer to a prosperous sa- 
loonkeeper. His bartenders now wear them. 
They cost him one-fifth of what the raw ma- 
terial cost. But he congratulates himself on 
hrving made a good bargain. He did not in- 
quire where the goods: came from. It was 
“none of his business.“ 

Commissioner Stauber when asked about 
the details of the fraud yesterday said: I 
am sorry this thing got out so soon. If we 
could only have kept the matter from puolici- 
ty till next week we would have sufficient evi- 
dence to convict some rascals. They may be 
able to cover up their tracks now. Of the 
theft of the articles. we are convinced. 
We have traced some of them. To where I 
will not say. The whole thing will come out 
next week. Our own books and records will 
establish tiie theft. But we may not catch all 
the thieves. I will not say more.“

| Ordinate of the insane: asylum, who can be 
found when wanted, and who, when found, 
may be induced to tell all about his confeder-

ONLY TWO. WEEKS MORE TO WAIT. 


By That Time the North Shore Intake Tun- 


nel Will Be Finished. 
Within two weeks the city ‘water supply will 
be increased in theory 65,00U,600 gallons a day 


and in practice 50,000,000. This will be due 
to the completion of the new North Shore in- 
take tunnel, which extends out to the break- 


water opposite the foot of Chicago avenue. 
A working shaft has been sunk and the intake 


shaft or well is now bemg constructed. It 


will be finished within two weeks. The object 
of the working shaft is to facilitate matters 
if at any time it is decided to extend the tun- 
nel further into*the lake. The existence of 
this shaft will prevent the necessity of inter- 
fering with the water supply shaft when this 
extension is made. 

The land end of the tunnel is now being con- 
nected with the old north shore tunnels and

DESIGN FOR THE ILLINOIS 
WORLD’S FAIR BUILDING. 


Sculptors Taft and Ghelert Exhibit Several 
Studies in Clay at the Illinois Commis- 
sioners’ Meeting—No Commissiog to Go 
to Mexico in Aid of the Exposition—An 
Application Made for Space for Tea 
Houses on the Grounds—Other News of 
the Columbian Exposition.

NO COMMISSION TO GO TO MEXICO. 


Reasons Given for the Abandonment of the 
Idea—A Good Exhibit Promised. 

No World’s Fair Commission will be sent to 
Mexico this year. The idea so long cherished 
for sending a commission to that country has 
been abandoned by the Directer-General. The 
plan had to be given up for two reasons— 
first, because there was no money appro- 
priated for the purpose, and second, because 
the Mexicans thought that a visit by Exposi- 
tion officials at this time, while their Congress 
is in session, meant that the republic was to 
be worked.“ To this they objected. 

Director-General Davis said yesterday that 
he saw uo way of sending a commission to 
Mexico. The people whom he wanted to send, 
he said, were unable to go and advices from 
Mexico were such that he did not feel encour- 
aged to make an effort to boom the Fair in 
that country. Later on the commission may 
be sent. This, however, is problematical, 
since any one who went there would go at his 
own expenses. 

Meanwhile the Mexicans are plodding 
along in an effort to make a creditable dis- 
pray at the Fair. Thomas Ryan, United States 

inister to Mexico, was at headquarters yes- 
terday and declared that Mexico would make 
an exhibit equal in extent to that originally 
proposed. The first proposition was that 
$750,000 be spent by the republic. The Mexi- 
can Congress, however, appropriated but $50,- 
000. The announcement of this fact was a 
disappointment at World’s Fair headquarters, 
but Minister Ryan said yesterday this sum 
should be regarded only as a starter. He said 
that President Diaz could secure almost any- 
thing in the way of a World's Fair appropria- 
tion from the Mexican Congress. 


TEA HOUSE ON THE GROUNDS. 


Application for Space Made by a London 
Company—Something About Its Plans. 
One of the most novel buildings at the Paris 

Exposition, it is said, was the tea house erected 

by the Palais Indian Tea House company of 

London. This same concern wishes to con- 

struct on the Exposition grounds a series of 

tea houses which it guarantees will be finer 
than anything seen at Paris. 

In an application sent to the British World’s 
Fair Commission and by it forwarded to the 
Committee on Ways and Means of the Ex- 
position, the company proposes to expend 
$30,000 in the construction and maintenance 
of suitable buildings and kiosks. It is esti- 
mated that $500 a day will be realized and 
the company offers to pay 25 per cent of the 
net receipts to the Exposition management. 

Space is asked for a building 100 feet long on 
the lake shore in front of the Manufactures 
Building; a kiosk on the pier; a booth in tne 
British section of the Manufactures Building 
in which afternoon teas of a high class might 
be served, and space for two other pavilions, 
the location of which shall be determined by 


the Exposition management and the British 


Commission.

IT IS A BAD BRIDGE. 


CAPT. MARSHALL CONDEMNS A 
LOCAL STRUCTURE. 


The Pennsylvania Crossing of the South 
Branch Declared to Be an Obstruction 
to Navigation and Radical Changes 
Recommended—Terms of the Reciproc- 
ity Treaty with Costa Rica—Postmaster- 
General Wanamaker Anxious to Make 
a Score of Important Improvements. 


Wasmxoron, D. C., Dec. 2,—4Special. ]— 
Some time ago complaint was made to the 
War Department by the Chicago Lake Line 
Agents’ Association that the bridge over the 
Chicago River used by the Pittsburg, Fort 
Wayne and Chicago railroad company was an 
obstruction to the navigation of the river, and 
it was asked that the proper steps be taken to 
remedy such an evil. This question was re- 
ferred to Capt. Marshall, and ju a report made 
tothe Secretary of War and received today 
he says: 

I have personally examined on the und this 
bridge and bave had a survey of the came made. 
It i across the South Branch of the Chicago 
River. about three miles from the mouth, and is 
believed to be the property of the Pittsburg, Fort 
Waye and Chicago railroad, now operated by the 
Pennsylvania railroad company. This bridge was 
construc some twenty or more years ago, but 
within the last few years, six or seven, it has been 
changed from a single-track to a double-track 
bridge, perro the original draw spans to the 
extent demanded by the increased width of center 
pier and roadway, 

The river between docks in the vicinity of this 
bridge is of sufficient width to allow vessels to 
use the docks on each side and in addition to 
offer a practicable navigable channel in the cen- 
ter of the channel for the passage of the largest 
vessels. Butin its present condition, with the 
center pier of this railroad occupying the middle 
of the river, the south draw is, on account of the 
bend inthe dock line southwest of the bridge 


and the narrowness of the bridge span, at all | 


times impassable for the larger class of vessels 
and obstructive for smaller vessels. Theleft or 
north span therefore may be said to be the only 
practicable span for large vessels, and when the 
docks are in use on that side of the river the 
stream will be wholly blockaded and the passage 
of large vessels impracticable without removing 
the vessels from their docks, 
I have been unable to find that condemna- 
tion of these private docks for publie uses has 
ever been made aud the owners thereof paid for 
such use of their property as would allow the 
officials of the railroad company, the City of Chi- 
cago. or the United States Government to pre- 
vent their continuous enjoyment of their 5 
property for legitimate commercial purposes by 
removing vessels from these docks or delaying 
and hindering them or putting their owners to ex- 
pense and annoyance, 7 : 
Vessels using the docks are properly there and 

the owners of the docks, in my opinion, are right- 
ly entitled to reasonably use and enjoy them until 
their rights of dockage and wharfage nave been 
extinguished and the space against their docks 
now used by them made a public highway, to re- 
main unobstructed. Itisnot necessary for pur 
poses of navigation to condemn and take this 
dock property. The railroad bridge, in my opin- 
ion, is the obstruction to navigation and should 
have been constructed in such a manner as to 
leave both the navigation of the river reasonably 
free and unobstructed and the uses of dock prop- 
erty unimpaired, or otherwise to leave navigation 
reasonably free and unobstructed by extinguish- 
ing the rights of dockage and wharfage of the 
riparian rights owners. The railroad company in 
constructing, altering, and maintaining this 
bridge in its present form. as far as Ihave been 
able to discover, has done neither. It unreason- 
ably obstructs navigation and diminishes the 
value and use of this dock property. From 7,000 
to 9,000 vessels have occasion to pass 
this int annually. This South Branch 
throughout, although much obstructed by some 
bends and 88 Iines, would. if not 
obstructed by bridges, be throughout of sufficient 
width to be navigated by the largest class of ves- 
sels that enter the Chic River. The bridges 
with alteration in several cases prohibit such 
navigation, and of the obstructive bridges those 
in this immediate vicinity, including the Canal 
street bridge, tae Pittsburg, Fort Waz ne and Chi- 
cago, and the Eighteenth street bridge, are the 
most important obstructions because nearer the 
mouth of the river. The City of Chicago has, I 
understand, acquired title to the necessary land 
and interests to alter the Eighteenth street bridge. 
The Canal street bridge has already con- 
demned and ordered changed by the Secretary of 
War. There can benocomple 


advantage to navigation at this point until all | 


three of these obstructions are removed. Artifi- 
cial obstructions in this river must first go or be 
accommodated by their owners to changed condi- 
tions; then the natural obstructions be removed 
as they are developed, or: else the commerce of 
this great port seek other accommodations than 
given by the Chicago Riven 

In conclusion, I have to say in my opinion 
the Pittsburg, Fort Wayne and Chicago railroad 
company’s bridge across the South Branch of the 
Chicago River near Nineteenth street is an un- 
reasonable obstruction to the navigation of the 
Chicago River by reason of insufficient width and 
location of draw spans, especially when taken in 
connection with the failure of the railroad com- 
pany to control the uses of the dock property ly- 
ing within and immediately adjacent to said draw 
spans. In my opinion one of the following alter- 
native changes should be made in this bridge: 

1. So alter or change the bridge and openings 
as to furnish two free and unobstructed draw 
spans at least sixty feet in width, each measured 
perpendicularly to the axis of the stream. This 
involves the extinguishment of dock and wharf 
uses within and adjacent to the draws; or 

2. So alter the bridge as to give one draw span 
on the northerly or straight side of the pivot pier 
at least ninety-five feet in width to allow v 
passageway when the docks are in use; or 

3. So alter the bridge as to furnish a passage- 
way at least eighty-five feet in clear opening in 
the center of the stream. ; 

The first of these alternatives will require less 
alteration in the bridge itself, but an expense for 
dock property. The second or third alternative 
will require a complete remodeling of the bridge, 
and of these the third would be the most ad- 
vantageous to navigation and to the adjacent 
dock interests dependent thereon. If one draw 
opening only is given it should be at least of the 
width specified in the cases respectively. It is 
judged that four months from date of service of 
notice to alter the bridge is a reasonable time in 
which to make the alterations required. In any 
event it should be done by May 1, 1892. 

In view of the great importance of this matter I 
have to respectfully suggest, if further investi- 

ated, that it be refer to a board of engineers 
or examination and report. 

Gen. Casey of the Engineer Corps, in re- 
ferring Capt. Marshall’s communication to the 
Secretary of War, said that he concurred in 
the views of his subordinate, but did not agree 
with him as to a board of inquiry, owing to 
the expense incidental to such p dings. 
He, however, recommended that authority be 
given Capt. Marshall to conduct a_ hearing 
under regulations prescribed by the War De- 
partment. This course met with the approval 
of Gen. Grant, Acting Secretary of War, and 
the papers in the case were ordered returned

RECIPROCITY WITH COSTA RICA. 


Terms of a Commercial Arrangement to Be 
Made with the Republic. 

Wasutneton, D. C., Dec. 2.—[Special,}—A 
reciprocity arrangement with Costa Rica has 
been in contemplation at the State Depart- 
ment for some time, and the scheme of it has 
been substantially agreed upon. It will fol- 
low the lines of the treuty which was proposed 
in 1885, but the United States will be limited 
on its part to the restrictions of the McKinley 
bill. The list of articles admitted into the 
United States free of duty are sugar, coffee, 
and hides, constituting more than $7,200,000 
of the total exports to this country in 1889, 
of $8,414,019, and india rubber, which has 
been for some years free of duty, constituted 
$919,867 of the remainder. The Costa Rica 
Government, therefore, is not disposed to 
eavil over the few remaining articles which 
were included in the treaty of 1885 among 
those to be admitted free of duty into the 


United States. 7 
The new arrangement would have been pro- 


claimed long ago if the receipts from customs 
duties in Costa Rica had not been. pledged 
to pay the interest on $10,900,000 of bonds, 
which are mostly held in England. The ne- 

otiations are now at a standstill, while Sefior 

edro Perez Zeledon, the late Minister of 
Costa Rica in this country, is trying to effect 
an arrangement with the English bondholders 
which will leave Costa Rica free to act.

The Old Question of a Quorum, 

The hearing of the three cases involving the 
constitutionality of the McKinley Tariff act 
was closed in the Supreme Court today with a 
very brief argument by Stephen G. Clark of 
New York.  Solicitor-General Taft then 
opened for the government the case brought 
here by the United States on appeal from 
a decision from the Circuit Court of 
the United States for the Southern Dis- 
trict of New York in favor of Ballin & Co. 
This case involves the validity of the Dingley 
Worsted act. The point of most public inter- 
est in connection with the act is that the ques- 
tion of no quorum is raised, Speaker 
having, in order to make a quorum, counted 
a number of Democrats who were in the 
House but refrained from voting. Edwin R. 
Smith of New York argued the importers’ 
side of the case. Justice Brewer said the 
point seemed to be that it was necessary 
a man should be heard and notseen, and asked 
how it would be if a man answered by tele- 
phone to a roll-call.

TEACHING LITTLE CHILDREN GEOMETRY.

Miss Harrison's Instructive Talk Before the 
Mother's Class—Coming Lectures. 

The mother’s class at the Art Institute yes- 
terday morning had its closing lesson on The 
Third Gift“ of the kindergarten. 

“You have seen, began Miss Harr ison, 
„how these little building blocks may be used 
to lead your child’s observation and through 
his observation his thought along any line 
you may care to direct them. ‘The forms of 
beauty’ have shown you how to begin the 
chila’s art education by teaching him to love 
and to create symmetrical forms. We come 
now to ‘the forms of knowledge’ which can 
be made with this gift.“ 

The class was then given directions for 
building cones, square, and oblong prisms. 
These are the only solid geometrie forms we. 
can build,” continued Miss Harrison, “but 
we can inclose almost all the geometric plain 
figures.”’ The class then made squares, ob- 
— triangles, trapezoids, trapeziums, hex- 
agons, and octagons. 

“These with very. little children,“ said the 
teacher in closing, “can be called the w indows, 
doors, garden-beds, or anything else the child 
may choose to call them. ‘The great point is 
to familiarize them early with the never- 
changing geometric forms which underly all 
creation and all art.

WHERE GRANT’S REMAINS SHOULD LIE. 


Two Leading Newspapers Say It Should 
Be Arlington Cemetery. 

Washington Star: Near the capital is the 
Nation’s beautiful city of the dead. In it 
awaiting the last trump lie the bodies of many 
whose fame the republic will never let die. 
Uther heroes are buried in different places 
throughout the land which they assisted to 
save. There is, in — be it said, a disposi- 
tion in some of these places to treat the sacred 
dead with neglect. e body of the great 
commander lies in the City of New York with- 
out a monument and in the neighborhood of 
things not to be alluded to in the hearing of 
ears polite. There is no prospect that the 
people of New York will ever build the pro- 
posed monument. Immersed as they are in 
trade, including the trade of politics, the city’s 

spirit is too gross and material to see a senti- 
mental duty, certainly too gross to arouse it- 
self and perform that duty if seen. Elsewhere, 
buried under circumstances of outward re- 
spect, repose the dust of Sherman, of Thomas, 
and of many «thers less distinguished but 
worthy of adequate and imposing sepulture 
where their lute comrades and the world may 
read their lives in their epitaphs and be filled 
with the glory of their example. One of the 
duties that are int by the American peo- 
ple to the Fifty-second Congress is that of pro- 
viding for the removal of the body of Gen. 
Grant to Arlington Cémetery and the erection 
of a noble monument to his memory which 
will speak the gratitude and admiration of all 
his countrymen. Connected with that immi- 
nent duty is another task no less sacred, 
if less urgent. Arlington is the spot 
where, in the sight of the great offices 
of government and the river Washing- 
ton loved, and not far from his tomb and 
nearer still to his majestic monuments, the 
tall white shaft and the beautiful, ever-pros- 
pering capital of the republic, the mortal part 
of the heroic comrades of Ulysses S. Grant 
should lie. Let their countrymen and ad- 
mirers from the whole world come here as to 
the Mecca of liberty. Why should these he- 
roes who fought together and saved the Union 
together repose in isolation, where the lesson 
of their heroisin is half lost on the generations 
as they arise? The cemetery at Arlington, 
the most beautiful and impressive of all na- 
tional cemeteries, is the fitting place for the 
final sepulture of the Nation’s mighty dead. 
Arlington might well be made the republic’s 
Westminster Abbey, where the great who have 
lived and died for their country, or who have 
by eM po wrest arts honored and blessed it, may 
id to rest in recognition of a national loss 
— as the final and crowning act of earthly 
fame. 

Boston Advertiser: It seems already evi- 
dent that an effort will be made in the present 
Congress to take sume action regarding the 
appropriation of a sum of money for the 
transter of Gen. Grant’s body from Riverside 
Park, New York, to the National Cemetery at 
Arlington, near the Federal Capital. Such an 
attempt was made in the last Congress, and, 
as it is now claimed, was defeated through a 
bargain made by the New York members, but 
it is not certain that the alleged bargain will 
be held as binding the present Congress in 
any way. Since the year mori the City of 
New York has surely had 3 2 
to raise whatever money may for 
the completion of a fitting 3 to 
mark the grave of one of the greatest Gener- 
als America has ever Lnown. Every effort 
was made to spur the city into some such ac- 
tion, but neither threats nor taunts nor earn-

monument at Riverside Park.
